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^re  ^oii  a  Sood  Ueacher? 


IT  is  the  ambition  of  most  teachers 
of  the  deaf  to  make  the  mstitu- 
tion  in  which  they  are  employed 
the  best,  or  among  the  best  of  any  in 
the  country.  Many  of  them,  how- 
ever,  do  not  take  the  personal  res- 
ponsibility necessary  to  reach  this  end. 
They  are  glad  and  proud  to  know  that 
their  school  is  a  good  one,  but  do  not 
realize  that  it  is  up  to  them  to  make 
it  better.  Often  teachers  depend  too 
much  upon  the  vigorous  and  progres- 
sive attitude  of  the  superintendent  to 
keep  a  high  tone  in  the  school.  They 
are  always  willing  and  anxious  to  do 
his  bidding  and  adopt  his  suggestions, 
but  do  not  take  the  initiative  as  they 
should.  A  superintendent  can  do 
much  to  raise  the  standard  of  his 
school.  How  much  more  can  be  ac- 
complished if  he  be  supported  by  a 
corps  of  teachers  who  uphold  him  in 
every  way,  and  who  have  ideas  and 
suggestions  of  their  own  to  offer  as 
well  as  to  receive.  Is  there  any  reason 
why  the  teacher's  idea  with  reference 
to  his  work  should  not  be  as  good  as 
that  of  the  superintendent?  It  nitglit 
be  better,  and  at  any  rate  nothing  is 
lost  by  advancing  it. 

The  position  of  superintendent  in 
a  school  for  the  deaf  is  a  trying  one. 
Some  teachers  do  not  realize  that  he 
is  expected  to  know  a  little  of  every- 
thing— from  manual  labor  on  the 
farm  to  the  highest  branches  of  the 
educational  work  in  his  institution — 
and  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
same  from  day  to  day.  These,  with 
a  thousand  little  details,  make  his 
daily  routine  none  too  easy.  He, 
therefore,  appreciates  the  teacher  who 
is  fitted  to  take  up  his  work  and  carry 
it  successfully  along  in  a  manner  for 


the  best  advancement  of  his  class  and 
the  school. 

Loyalty  to  the  superintendent  and 
the  school  is  a  point  to  be  considered 
first.  No  institution  can  long  show 
the  proper  advancement  if  the  teach- 
ers are  not  in  thorough  harmony  with 
the  superintendent.  They  should  be 
ready  to  uphold  his  policy  at  all  times 
and  to  support  him  in  disciplinary  mea- 
sures. There  are  teachers,  too,  who 
have  been  known  to  circulate  stories 
concerning  the  school  or  its  manage- 
ment which  were  by  no  means  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  institution.  Teach- 
ers sometimes  are  not  loyal  to  each 
other.  For  instance,  John  is  given  a 
low  mark  by  his  teacher  and  because 
of  this  goes  to  another  teacher  with  his 
tale  woe;  he  is  consoled,  petted,  and 
told  that  it  is  a  pity.  This  has  a  de- 
moralizing effect  upon  the  entire 
school  and  the  teacher  who  thus  con- 
dones this  action  of  a  pupil  is  doing 
■X  great  wrong. 

There  are  those  who,  when  their 
work  is  over  in  the  afternoon,  have  no 
further  interest  in  the  doinas  of  the 
school  until  their  work  begins  again. 

These  teachers  are  not  doing  all 
they  can  for  the  school,  for  they 
should  take  active  interest  in  the  social 
life  of  the  pupils  as  well  as  their  out- 
door and  in-door  games  and  sports. 
Pupils  very  much  appreciate  the  pres- 
ence of  the  teachers  at  their  parties  and 
societies.  Teachers  can  render  assist- 
ance and  give  suggestions  which  are  of 
much  value.  Simple  rules  of  etiquette 
may  be  easily  taught  and  certain  little 
acts  of  rudeness  corrected  in  an  effec- 
tive manner  and  the  standard  of  de- 
portment raised  by  the  teachers  who 
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are  best  fitted  to  observe  and  correct 
these  things. 

A  point  of  which  note  should  be 
taken  is  the  proper  dignity  which  a 
teacher  ought  to  maintain  at  all  times 
in  his  intercourse  with  the  pupils.  No 
doubt  it  has  been  observed  that  a  few 
teachers  are  somewhat  prone  to  be- 
come too  familiar  or  to  hob  nob  with 
the  boys  and  girls.  He  feels  that,  in 
order  to  be  upon  the  best  of  terms 
with  students,  to  be  liked,  or  to  gain 
their  favor,  he  must  be  a  good  fellow, 
and  in  so  doing  sacrifices  his  dignity 
and  a  great  deal  is  lost  and  nothing 
gained.  It  must  not  be  thought  that 
the  teacher  most  liked  by  the  students 
is  always  the  best  teacher,  for  that  is 
a  mistake. The  teacher  who  is  able  to 
maintain  a  dignified  bearing,  but  at 
the  same  time  be  able  to  join  with  the 
students  in  a  social  way,  also  in  their 
sport,  and  to  make  them  feel  that  he 
is  deeply  interested  in  them,  is  going 
to  bring  about  the  best  results. 

Superintendents  or  principals  are 
often  annoyed  by  being  called  upon 
by  the  teacher  to  straighten  out  a  re- 
fractory pupil.  This  calling  for  assist- 
ance is  a  confession  of  weakness  and 
the  good  teacher  seldom  resorts  to 
such  a  measure.  To  be  able  to  keep  the 
proper  discipline  in  one's  class  is  the 
first  essential  of  the  teacher,  and  if  he 
docs  not  possess  it  and  cannot  attain  it, 
trouble  will  follow  and  failure  will 
result  in  the  end.  Some  teachers  are 
actually  at  v/ar  with  their  classes  or 
with  some  members  or  member  of  the 
same,  and  when  the  pupils  are  likely 
to  gain  the  day,  the  superintendent  is 
brotight  in  to  save  it.  The  teacher 
should  be  able  to  control  any  and  all 
students  who  may  come  under  his  in- 
struction without  the  help  of  the  head 
of  the  school,  save  only  in  extreme 
cases.  Fur  Jier,  he  should  be  ready  and 
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willing  to  uphold  to  the  full  measure 
the  discipline  of  every  other  officer 
of  the  school.  And  along  this  line  of 
thought  it  might  be  said  that  the  teach- 
er who  thinks  that  good  discipline  is 
to  preserve  good  order  is  mistaken. 
Discipline  is  a  means  by  which  an  im- 
provement in  the  condition  of  the  pu- 
pils may  be  secured.  It  is  not  a 
punishment  nor  a  bringing  back  from 
wrong  directions,  but  the  leading  of 
them  is  right  paths.  The  war  cry  of 
a  teacher  should  be,  ''Do  it  thus,"  and 
not,  "Do  not  do  it  so." 

A  superintendent  of  a  school  for 
the  deaf  usually  has  certain  methods 
which  he  wishes  to  be  u  s  e  d.  His 
school  may  be  oral  or  it  may  be 
manual,  or  it  may  be  something  else. 
He  usually  has  some  policy  which  he 
would  like  to  have  carried  out,  and  in 
order  that  the  best  results  may  be 
obtained,  he  must  have  the  united  co- 
operation Oi  his  teachers.  It  may  hap- 
pen that  one  or  more  of  his  teachers 
do  not  believe  in  the  methods  he 
wishes  to  employ,  and  therefore,  are 
merely  passive  or  even  oppose  him  in- 
directly. The  plain  duty  of  these 
teachers  is  to  get  into  line  with  energy 
and  enthusiasm  but  failing  in  that,  to 
get  out.  The  good  of  the  school  de- 
mands either  one  or  the  other.

COLLEGE  TERMS  FOR  DEAF  MUTES 
U  S.  Asks  More  Teachers  for  Training  School 
at  Washington.

WASHINGTON.— More  than  40  young 
girls  from  35  states  are  wards  of  Uncle  Sam 
at  a  school  occupying  one  of  Washington's 
finest   college  properties. 

These  girls  wear  short  skirts,  bobbed  hair 
and  look  and  act  like  any  other  girls  of  their 
age.  But  for  this  institution,  the  Columbian 
Institution  of  the  Deaf,  subsidized  by  the  gov- 
ernment, they  could  never  get  college  training. 
No  other  school  in  the  country  gives  college 
work  to  deaf  boys  and  girls. 

Complicated  Problem 

The  problem  of  training  the  girl  graduates 
of  this  school  so  they  can  find  jobs  when  they 
go  out  into  the  world  has  become  complicated. 
Uncle  Sam  has  been  asked  to  provide  addi- 
tional instructors  so  they  can  learn  to  be  busi- 
ness women. 

Boys  who  are  their  fellow  students  have  less 
difficulty  making  a  place  for  themselves,  but 
the  girls  are  finding  it  increasingly  hard. 

Some  are  trained  to  be  teachers  of  the  deaf. 
This  heretofore  has  been  the  chief  avenue  of 
employment  for  deaf  college  trained  young 
women,  but  state  deaf  schools  are  more  and 
more  inclining  to  "hearing  people  '  as  teach- 
ers. There  are  nearly  3,000  jobs  of  this  kind 
scattered  over  the  country,  but  only  400  are 
filled  by  deaf  girls. 

Some  of  the  girls  take  library  work  and  are 
employed  in  large  libraries  and  scientific  insti- 
tutions, where  filing  and  classifying  can  be 
done  by  them  as  well  as  by  normal  young 
women.  Others  learn  expert  dressmaking; 
some  teach  in  the  winter  and  work  in  the  altera- 
tion departments  of  large  stores  in  the  summer. 
Ask  Business  Teachers 

The  management  of  the  school  is  asking 
the  government  to  provide  business  teachers 
and  business  school  equipment  so  the  deaf  girl 
students  may  be  taught  to  run  adding,  calculat- 
ing, mimeographing  and  other  business  ma- 
chines. At  present  typewriting  instruction  is 
available,  but  not  a  complete  business  training. 

The  annual  graduating  class  at  this  institu- 
tion is  very  small — 12  to  15  in  all,  including 
boys  and  girls — but  teaching  positions  absorb 
only  four  or  five  of  the  girls  each  year,  and 
for  the  rest  there  is  the  problem  of  finding 
some  means  of  becoming  independent. 


They  came  from  35  states  and  are  awarded 
free  government  scholarships  after  passing 
special  examinations.  They  are  16»to  18  years 
old  when  they  enter,  and  they  spend  five  years 
getting  a  college  course  which  is  taught  normal 
boys  and  girls  in  four  years.

HOW  BRAILLE  BOOKS  ARE  MADE 

The  first  step  in  printing  a  book  in  Braille 
is  to  emboss  the  plates.  The  embossing  is  done 
on  a  non-corrosive  metal  abou  .010  of  an 
inch  thick.  Thousands  of  impressions  may  be 
printed  from  these  plates  on  ordinary  printing 
presses,  specially  rebuilt.  After  the  first  ed- 
ition of  a  book  has  been  printed  the  plates  are 
carefully    preserved   for   future  use. 

As  the  ordinary  printing,  the  "setting  up" 
not  the  type  is  the  first  and  greatest  cost,  so  in 
Braille  the  embossing  of  the  metal  plants  in- 
volves a  big  expenditure,  resulting  in  a  goodly- 
sized  investment,  constituting  an  asset  o  Braille 
readers  for  5  ears  to  ccme.  The  plates  are  em- 
bossed on  an  electric-power  machine  called  a 
sterectypef.  This  machine  has  only  six  keys,  re- 
sembling the  half-notes  on  the  keyboard  of  a 
piano,  there  being  a  key  for  each  of  the  dots 
comprising  the  system.  For  ephemeral  publica- 
tions, common  sheet  iron  is  used,  which  reduces 
the  metal  cost  something  like  sixty  per  cent.
